On Felony Charge 


Italian Gull-buyer Arrested and Accused 
of Shooting at Real Estate Man On 
Covina Boulevard Held To Answer 
By Justice Stafford. 


Two men and one woman 
testified 
to being eye-witnesses of the shooting 
on the boulevard at Baldwin Park on 
the evening of Tuesday, May 4, when 
Vito Spataro, a cull-buyer was alleged 
to have fired a rifle nt H. Phillips, a 
real estate dealer, the testimony being 
adduced in Justice of the Pence Staf­ 
ford's court in Covina on Wednesday 
of this week. 


The trial lasted practically all day, 
during which time a largo number' of 
witnesses were examined. 
Spataro was 
defended by Attorney H. N. Wells of 
Covina, while tho district 
attorney's 
office' 
conducted 
tho 
prosecution. 
Phillips, the aggrieved party, was the 
prosecuting witness. 


According to the complaint and tes­ 
timony, Phillips, who said that he is 
engaged in developing lands, was on 
his way to Los Angeles from 
River­ 
side. 
When near Baldwin Park on the 
evening of May 4. he ran into the 
rear end of a .cull-buyer's wagon. It 
was just about dusk, and Phillips al­ 
leges that the 
1 cull-buyer had no lights 
on his wagon. 
The lamps and radiator 
of Phillips' automobile were smashed 
by tho impact, for 
which 
damage, 
Phillips is bringing a civil suit, sep­ 
arate fronl the criminal suit prosocutod 
by tho state.

Informal Talks on Subject Beforo Co­ 
vina City Council Because of Local 
Insurance Rate—Action May Come 
During Summer. 


K. Wendleborn, who has been making 
the arrangements in Covina, said this 
week that the firm would not be ready 
to open here for some days yet. 
The

Since the pur­ 
chase of a modern 
fire-fighting 
appara­ 
tus, 
tho trustoos havo felt that .thorn 
should bo a readjustment of insuranco 
riskB, but every proposal mado to in­ 
surance companies so far litis mot with 
coldness. 
They say that tho modern 
water supply is not first class. 
They 
mention tho fact that tho whole "city 
is not laid with 
pipes 
sufficient to 
nrnko an adoquato supply possible. 


Some montlJS' ago tho people CftBt a 
straw vote on tho quostion of purchas­ 
ing n water supply, and were thon two 
to ono in favor of doing so. 
Tho city 
trustees have dono nothing as yet to­ 
ward culling a bond election. The tax-, 
payors are not at all favoratyo >tp>th6' 
purchase of tho present system, ancfc 
thoy hove-not as yet brought' forward 
any 
other, plan., Thore is a.siziVDlo 
group vol, citizens that is ftdvodiating< 
a coiiUtion of tho domo»it!c systom iwitjlij 
tfio .Covina Irrigating systom, a jn^'tjter;.,

ply, and that sinco tho Installation of 
largo wells, the company Is. i'a 
Hon to sell water that otherwise goes 
to waste during Boven months of tho 
year. 
There is strong talk of organiz­ 
ing a committee of citizens to formulate 
some plan that can bo presented 
to 
tho irrigating company as an opening 
argument. 


It is pointed out that othor cities 
in Southern California are 
advancing 
rapidly because of better public util- 
tlcs. especially a plentiful water sup­ 
ply. 
While Covina is 
at 
tho 
very 
mouth of tho great San Gabriel rivor, 
which supplies tho purest water in the 
United States, it is handicapped at .tho 
present time because of the high price 
of domestic water, and an insufllcicnt 
supply for fire-fighting purposes. Others 
go into tint question of the irrigation 
of back lots and lawns and the parking 
spaces of the c i t y . 
Under the present, 
system few 
householders. 
especially 
renters, can afford to maintain a lawn, 
or to plant the bind; lot to 
vegeta­ 
bles, as tlie water 1M too c o s t l y . 
A sys­ 
tem whereby cheap irrigating water for 
these purposes could be supplied by tho 
city would result in the planting out 
of a groat deal of the vacant, lot prop­ 
erty, the keeping up of lawns, and tho 
beautiflcation of tho city streets. 
Such 
dual irrigating and domestic systems 
are in operation in other Southern Cal­ 
ifornia cities, and have become tho as­ 
sets of which the citizens are proud. 


No action at all has been taken by 
the Covina citizens as yet, but it is 
said that a citizens' committee will bo 
formed this summer to work out. ways 
and means of purchasing a water sup­ 
ply for domestic, and 
irrigation 
pur­ 
poses.

We have many more doctors than we need in the United States—many more 
lawyers than we need—too many newspapers—too many ministers—too many 
would-be statesmen, politicians—too many shop-keepers, otherwise known as 
"business men." 


The world, as well as the United States, is coming to be oppressed by a 
plethora of men and women who wish to shirk hard work, and in making the 
attempt generally work harder and live more unhappily than if they bad taken 
a practical and obviously-good course in life. 


This is the season of the year when we graduate young men and women 
from the schools and colleges. Every year we proudly point to the fine group 
of scholars that leave tho doors of the Covina Union high school. Few of our 
citizens take time to discover what becomes of them, but it needs only a cur- 
fcory investigation to discover that the most of them go into walks of life such 
as have been mentioned above, and only an extremely small percentage takes 
up the business of tilling the soil. 


The farmer of the United States is the most independent man on the face 
of the earth. His lot is growing better every day. 
He has installed electric

Many of them are burdened with notes that 
must be mot or cxtonded, and the days arc not always one long siesta of unal­ 
loyed joy, but his troubles do not begin to compare with the struggling, mediocre 
lawyer, the small doctor, or the minister with a small charge. 


To the boys find girls of today we would like to pass on an illuminating 
thought—that it is better to begin on 
the ranch now 
than to wish you had 
twenty years from now. The farmer is going to be the dictator of the United 
States. 
Ho always has been, in a sense, but ho is going to be in the future 
because of his own sense. 
Foodstuffs aro never going to bo less profitable 
—they are always going to bo "first powers". With Los Angoles city a muni­ 
cipal principality of a million people before ten years has passed, you will find 
all too many lawyers there, and too many doctors there, and too many small 
ministers there, but you will find no overproduction of foodstuffs, and the man 
who raises things to eat cooperatively, and who uses tho same Intelligence 
that would make him a half-successful doctor or lawyer, will bo wealthy, inde­ 
pendent, healthy, law-abiding, valuable, and as happy as any mortal is ever 
allowed to bo who is obliged to make his way in this complex world. 


The agricultural courso is open to boys and girls at the colleges. It is 
as scientific and as respectable as airy course in law or medicine. It is infinitely 
of more use to tho world than law or medicine. To the boy or girl who has the 
courage to overcome the cheap objections of the shallow-pated portions of hu­ 
manity, the open resolve to become a farmer will bring reward an hundred 
fold in the future.

Rhinohart in tho Saturday Evening Post, tho articles by Bovoridgo in Collier's 
Weekly, and somo splondid work done by newspapor correspondents for the 
Sunday Now York World, besides many others who have written well and 
foarlossly, prepared us to look upon war for oursolvcs as exceedingly undesira­ 
ble. A war In which throo million men have boon killed in six months; a war 
in which disoase flguros more prominently oven than in tho wars of fifty yoars 
ago—a war of typhus fovor, pneumonia—war without adequate hospital facili­ 
ties, a war of battloflolds with rotting bodies unburied for many days while the 
troops swept backward and forward in tho suffocating stench—all these things 
so ably depicted has served to put the soft pedal on jingoism. 


Hero in Covina there is a total absenco of the yelp of tho Jingo. You hear 
no choap bombast. Discussion of tho war is almost continuous, but is studiedly 
disinterested and academic. 
There aro Gorman sympathizers and friends of 
tho allloB, but they moot and discuss without ovidonco of rancor, and when 
somo man lifts Ms voice abovo the ordinary tono of conversation, the little 
group quickly molts away, closirous abovo all things of kooping out of hoatod 
argument. 
This is tho condition of things all over tho United States. Barring 
auy moro happenings llko tho blowing up of noutral ships, it looks vory much as 
if wo might bo able to keep out of war.

dians held their ground against

place the Germans were using asphyx­ 
iating gas, being continuously in the 
midst of the raging battle from Wed­ 
nesday nfternoon 
until Sunday 
night. 
Tn a counter 
attack 
on the German 
trenches the Second Canadian 
brigade 
lost 
seventy-five 
percent of its men. 
At a crucial time they were 
relieved 
by two English 
regiments. 


After a rest on Sunday night the sit­ 
uation became so critical that General 
French sent word to General Curry of 
the Canadians, asking him if it would 
be possible for the Canadian troops to 
reoccupy their former positions. \ 


"Two-thirds of my men are down 
and 
the remainder are very 
tired 
said General 
Curry; " b u t we will of 
course flo what we c a n . " The rem 
mint of the brigade marched back to 
tho 
trenches and resumed the battle, 
staying in the trenches until the fol­ 
lowing Wednesday 
evening. 


N o word has been received b y Mat­ 
t h e w s ' father in Canada as to whether 
his son is still alive.
